I am happy to note by your letter of 5/26, 
(accompanied by a round trip air ticket), that 
Mr. Loran Hall, subpoened by your Committee, does 
not after all have to begin a long walk to 
Washington, D.C. Since you mention that House 
rules do not automatically entitle a witness to 
transportation, I must assume that walking was 
possibly a considered option. 

For the record, the passing on of this ticket 
by me to Mr. Hall, should in no way indicate to 
anyone at anytime that I am a willing (or unwilling) 
Instruement of your Committee. 

The fact Is that Mees'rs. Klein and Fenton served 
their subpoena on Mr. Hail In the most devious way 
possible; by using a member of the press (me) as a 
vehicle to lure Mr. Hall to a place where service was 
possible. 


At the time of service, 5-19-77, Mr. Fenton 
mentioned to me that ’’Hall could have been served 
anytime. Your place (KMPC) just happened to be a 
convenient spot'* . 


Fenton’s Inference was I think that Hall’s address, 
whereabouts, etc., were known to the Committee. Yet 
by sending me his plane ticket I think the Committee 
has clearly Indicated that despite a massive budget 
and a heavy investigative staff, you don’t in fact 
know how to reach Loran Hall.
